Ladner, B. C. Boy, 13, 
Is World Wheat King 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29. — Gordon Gibson, of Ladner, 
B. C., retained the wheat championship of the world for 
Canada today with Reward variety at the International 
Livestock Show. 

Gibson's sample weighed 65.2 pounds to the bushel. 
It was hard red spring wheat. 

Trelle, five times wheat king, showed a sample of 
Marquis variety this year, deserting the Reward variety 
with which he had won previously, in order to pay tri- 
bute to the late Sir Charles Saunders, famed Canadian 
cerealist, who developed the Marquis varietv. 


LADNER, B.C., Nov. 29.—In the small brick school house of this 
Fraser Valley farming centre the world’s new wheat king went 
through his classes as usual today. Gordon Gibson, 13-year-old son 
of William Gibson, was not yet aware his entry of Reward hard red 
spring wheat at the Chicago Internationa] Livestock Show had re- 
tained for Canada the coveted world crown and brought the title to 
British Columbia for the first time. The new grain king shared his 
honors with a former winner. The Gibson entry was developed 
from seed purchased in 1929 from Herman Trelle of Wembley, Alta., 
five times champion.

Chief-presentation in the 10-day 
session heré will be the brief of the 
Manitoba government, a volumia 
ous document compiled by a dozen 
experts in governmental problems 
economics and constitutional law 

The brief assembles information 
on many phases of administration 
never before compiled in Canada, 
providing a fund of data not only 
for this commission, but for future 
students of government. 

In addition to the government's 
brief, a dozen other representations 
are to be heard from Winnipeg and 
Manitoba organizations before the 
commission adjourns here to begin 
its Regina sittings December 2 

Chairman Rowell] intends making 
an introductory statement on the 
general purpose and scope of the 
commission later today. Premier 
John Bracken of Manitoba will 
then detail organization of the pro-, 
vineial brief and the chief editor 
of each section of the brief will 
present it. 

Attorney-General W. J. Major 
will present and discuss the section 
on the constitutional relations of 
the Dominion and the provinces. 

. Commission counsel Louis S. St. 
Laurent of Quebec city will assist 
in this discussion. 

Dr. A. R. Upgren, economist of 
the University of Minnesota, will 
next present the section on federal 
monetary policy with special atten- 
tion given to its effect on western 
Canada as an exporting area.

WHERE THE BLAME LIES 

Commenting on an incident in Calgary, the 
Albertan observes: “A certain section of society 
has come to regard indigent relief as something 
they can claim as a right instead of what it really 
is—a charity.” 

That is the essential injustice of the “direct 
relief” system. It puts the recipients on a char- 
ity basis, when they do not wantto be thus dealt 
with and deserve something better. What won- 

| der if, after a while, since this is the only status 
open to them, some should come to think direct 
relief must be a personal right and so regarded 
by the community? If a human being has a 
right to live, and no other means are available 
over a long period, it is not strange that the re- 
lief allowance should come to be looked on as a 
| wage cheque paid to the recipient by society; 
wages for doing nothing, since he is not required 
| to do anything. 

That is wrong thinking of coume, but the 
relief man is not primarily responsible for fall- 
ing into the error. He should never have been 
subjected to the temptation, and put under pres- 
sure of circumstances to accept the false con- 
clusion. 

The world does not owe anybody a living. 
But it owes every man a chance to earn a living. 
If—as in Canada—it seems to be the public will 
to give men a living for nothing, rather than 
give them a chance to earn their living, there 
is no cause for surprise if some of those thus 
treated get the idea they are not supposed to 
earn. The strange thing is that so many relief- 
men keep alive the desire to get on their own 
feet and fend for themselves, despite the public 
policy of keeping them on a basis of “salaried” 
idlesness.

WHAT MAKES A NATION GREAT? 

Never notable gifted in phrase making, ex- 
President Herbert Hoover spoke a passage in 
Boston the other night which reached the high 
level of eloquence which often comes with the 
truth.

THAT NEW TRADE DEAL 
Press and public of Great Britain are jubiJant 
over the prospect of a new Anglo-American trade 
agreement. They realize the far-reaching im- 
Plications of such an understanding—a lesson to 
the economic nationalists of the world and a bid 
for international sanity in general. 

Quite naturally, of course, the British gov- 
ernment has in mind—and it is being reminded 
of its obligations by a large section of the press— 
the Ottawa agreements and the arguments which 
Mr. Mackenzie King placed before the ministers 
at Westminster last summer in support of their 
continuance in their present or more mutually 
beneficial form, no matter what the result of the 
negotiations then getting under way between 
Washington and London. That is the Canadian 
prime minister's stand today. 

The parochialism of local Conservative 
speakers, especially of those who talk Empire 
and either do not understand or want to under- 
stand the position of the senior Dominion in re- 
lation to world trade, has become notorious in 
the present by-election campaign. They seem 
to forget that 45,000,000 people of the 75,000,000 
white people in the Britsh Empire live in the 
“tight little isle,” and that upon the promotion of 
every £100,000,000 worth of new trade the well- 
being of their workers depend for improvement 
of their lot; just as every new deal Canada can 
negotiate to bring in an extra $100,000,000 in trade 
will reduce the size of the idle army of this coun- 


It is giving away no secret to suggest that the 
worker in Great Britain does not go round with 
a magnifying glass to try to find out the origin 
of the country’s imports or the destination of her 
exports. Business is business to them. They are 
a hard-headed trading people.—Victoria Times. 


THE FORMER GERMAN COLONIES. 

In the first year or so when Herr Hitler came 
to power he denounced the aspirations of the 
Colonial party in Germany to regain external 
territorial possessions which were always a 
heavy liability on the Reich. Instead, emphasis in 
policy was laid on expansion within Europe to 
bring expatriated Germans under German sov- 
ereignty. “To the East, not overseas,” was where 
Herr Hitler said he looked. 

Then, when demanding colonies proved a 
counter useful in bargaining for more ulterior 
objectives, arguments were set forth to sub- 
stantiate the claims. The need of raw materials 
was the first, but could not long be sustained 
against the facts, including, as Sir Norman An- 
gell proved, that German trade, with all German 
colonies before 1914 amounted only to half of 
one per cent of the total. Then the nation ord- 
ered to breed an immensely larger population 
claimed it wanted its colonies back because it 
wanted room for its people to breathe. But in the 
year before the War all the Germans in all the 
German colonies did not number more than 
24,000. 

The newest plea is couched in the form of a 
demand and in terms of force made when the 
Nationalist Socialist Party announced in Sep- 
tember last that Herr Hitler bases Germany's 
claims on her colonies, not on raw material, but 
on the need for food. In this latter Nazi argu- 
ment Germany was said to “lack broad acres 
enough to grow in all circumstances enough food 
for her people.” What does this mean? There are 
in the whole of the world’s equatorial colonial 
possessions no such “broad acres” upon which 
can be grown the food needed for the northern 
white races. The broad acres off which is har- 
vested the surplus food for world consumption 
are in self-governing countries. Great Britain 
has no control over those acres in those coun- 
tries. Do the Nazis imply that Germany is to have 
control of countries now owned and ruled by 
self-governing peoples? 

The invalidity of these arguments disparages 
them as subterfuges adopted to cover up pur- 
poses meant to be concealed.—Winnipeg Free 
Press. 


PEACE TRADITIONS OF CHINA. 

In a poem of the Tang dynasty there is re- 
vealed the pacifism of China. The story is a pas- 
toral one. A youth, the son of a peasant, is dis- 
mayed at the thought of being impressed into 
the army. He ponders how he can avoid con- 
scription, and at length contrives an accident 
so that his leg is broken. And this boy is made 
the hero of the poem. Instead of the brave young 
soldier the simple peasant is exalted, a peasant 
boy who was afraid to fight. 

They did not praise the soldier in ancient 
China: on the contrary, he was despised. Society 
in China was divided into four classes, which 
were, in order of importance, scholars, farmers, 
and laborers, and merchants. Beyond 
and below those classes were other groups re- 
as the lowest of professions. in which 
included soldiers. 

Of course, the soldiers of long ago were rough 
mercensries, and it was this which helped to

Many diseases are preceded by fatigue. You 
may have noticed that your cold usually de- 
velops after you have been up late at night and 
have become over-tired. This is because the 
poisons of fatigue have developed in your body 
and the tired eliminative organs are not working 
at their full strength and allow the toxins to 
accumulate. During rest and sleep, these organs 
have an opportunity to purify the body. . 

The elimination of toxic substances will make 
one feel stronger and it has been found many 
times that patients often feel stronger after 
fasting for five days.

Fatigue seldom means a lack of strength or 
real exhaustion. This is demonstrated when, in 
an emergency, the tired person taps a hidden 
supply of energy of which he is not ordinarily 
aware. It is rare for one to be so tired that he 
can not run to the nearest exit when he h2ars 
the cry of “Fire.” 

I believe that one of the principal causes of 
fatigue is the use of too much concentrated food. 
The average person eats from two to three times 
as much food as the body will use. The result is 
a toxic state from the body being unable to 
digest, metabolize and excrete the excessive 
amount of food which has been eaten. When 
fatigue is thus induced, the only relief comes 
from increasing your exercise and decreasing 
your food. 

Wrong mental habits will also produce a 
toxic state. Anxiety, fear, worry, depression 
and similar thoughts bring about a feeling of 
tiredness which affects the body in a definite 
way. If your day has been a bad one, mentally, 
you will surely be tired when night comes.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: J. F. N. wants to know: “What 
is your opinion of psyllium seed? A friend of 
mine recommends it highly as a means of relief 
for constipation.” 

ANSWER: Psyllium seed is frequently used 
by those desiring a mild action in the relief of 
intestinal sluggishness. It is effective because 
it lubricates the intestinal tract by its mucilagin- 
ous character. Occasionally, psyllium seed will 
cause “packing” in the intestines and must then 
be discontinued. However, it is less irritating 
than many of the common laxatives. 

QUESTION: Barbara D. writes: “I have a 
cramping effect in one foot. What could be the 
cause?” 

ANSWER: The most common cause is the 
wearing of poorly-fitted shoes. However, the 
same symptom may result from too much exer- 
cise, poor circulation, arch trouble, and (in older 
patients) from hardening of the arteries, which 
likewise produces an interference with the 
circulation. 

QUESTION: Mrs. W. H. T. inquires: “Is it 
permissible to serve tea for breakfast made from 
sassafras? Old-timers contend that it thins the 
blood and should be used only as a spring tonic.” 

ANSWER: This kind of tea possesses a dis- 
tinctive taste and aroma and is sometimes used 
as a beverage. I do not particularly recommend 
it. However, as you say, many old-timers be- 
lieve that the tea possesses considerable value. 
The best way to prevent the need for any “tonic” 
treatment during the spring is to observe good 
habits of health during the winter.

the village at dusk after an after- 
noon of death and destruction. 

Fifteen bodies were yet to be) 
prought wp from the village and 
the debris of more than 125 houses 
was being explored for other vic- 
tims. There were 120 persons in 
hospitals while many wounded 
were taken to their battered homes. 

Eleven of those lying in the! 
graveyard were infants. Swathed| 
, blood-stained sheets, they had 
been placed in their dead mother's 
arms, With one mother were her | 
six-months-old twins. 

None of the in’ants was over a 
few months old. Eight older 
children, ranging up to five years 
of age, Were grouped separately. 
All the other dead were women 
except one man lying just inside 
the door. 

Practically the entire group were 
victims of one 220-pound bomb that 
ripped through six feet of stone 
and earth covering a small refuge | 
n the central plaza, to kill 32 per- 
sons.
